The most 'peculiar people among the 


mountaineers of Tennessee are the 
Malungeons. They are copper colored, 
with high check bones, straight noses, 
black hair, rather coarse, black eyes, 
and have more intelligence than the 
ordinary mountaineers. 


Their color and their customs have 


caused them' a great deal of trouble. 
The Malungeons number between 400 


in a great act down at Big Shanty in j nlui 500. 
They live on Black Kater 


June, 1SC4. The army was working 
its way toward Atlanta, and it was 
raining as only southern clouds, could 
rain on Uncle Sam's soldlera when 
wagons were behind and there was no 
shelter. General Sherman's tent had

county show that their ancestors came 
to Powell's valley as early as 1780, 
when they took up lands on Black 
Water.

this meaius communicated with the 
white merchants to the extent of buy-

vote and to send their children to the 
public schools. The white citizens de- 
clared that they were negroes, and the 
matter was finally carried into the 
courts. It developed that the ancestors 
of these people emigrated to America 
about 100 years ago from the Interior 
of Portugal, and had spent some time 
In South Carolina before going to Ten- 
nessee. They declared on the witness 
stand thut there was not a drop of 
negro blood In' their veins, and after 
long nnd tedious litigation they were

Thev had 
been distillers back In South Carolina 
and Home of the earliest stills In Ten- 
nessee were brought by their ancestors 
over the mountains from their orlgliia 
Hettlcment. They killed revenue ofli 
cers, just UH the other mountaineers 
did. for disturbing their Htllls. Of lat< 
years, however, the revenue men liavt 
been so persistent In the work of de- 
stroying the Illicit IralUc that tlu- Ma 
lungeons have sold but little whisky 
openly. They Btlll make 
whisky, but they have adopted the art 
ful, dodging tactics of the other moon 
fchlnerH of the Tennessee and Kentucky 
mountains, nnd It Is rare that one o 
the race la caught. So far as knowi 
not one of the Malungeons has eve 
ridden on rt train.

The chief reason 
tor this is that they have a supcrsti- 
tion that drops of rain falling on the 
hair breed vermin, which, with their 
Tery long hair, Is very difficult for 
them to get rid of. They are, however, 
equally careful not to wet their fe«t. 
Their care of their feet is not alto- 
gether due to the fact that the soles 
of their shoes are made of pasteboard 
and liable to be injured by soaking, 
but also because they believe that sore 
feet are brought about by getting them 
damp. 


This fear of the Chinese of rain- 


storms has had a peculiar effect on 
their mobs and armies. At the time 
of the massacre of 1870 at Tien-tsin 
the mcb, after it had burned the 
fr'rench consulate, the cathedral and 
convent, had destroyed the orphanage 
of the Sisters of Charity and had mur- 
dered the consul, all the sisters and 
several priests, started toward the oth- 
er settlement, determined to put all 
foreigners to death. The cathedial be- 
hind them was in flames, and the mob, 
fresh from the torture of nuns, was 
hungry for blood-..

English warships -wore tortured during 
a storm to make them quiet the w.ives. 


Those barbaric beliefs, however, are 


partially compensated by the supersti- 
tion which sailors have held for centu- 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
blessing to a ship. Our old salts have 
especial confidence in a ship which is 
christened by a child. 


The average sailor is superstitious 


about the ringing of the ship's bells. 
In olden times the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if 
a mistake is made in striking the hour, 
the sailors insist that the bells at once 
be struck backward to break the spell, 
and if by any chance the wind should 
catch the bells and swing them all the 
way round or if they strike nine bells 
it is believed that it will be the last of 
that ship. 


All good warships go to the "shores 


of Fiddler's Green" as a final resting 
place. Just where this mythical har- 
bor is situated no geographer has yet 
decided. It is in every way the an- 
tithesis of "Davy Jones' locker." 
A 


warship which goes clown in .battle 
with her flags flying, as occurred sev- 
eral times during the civil war, goes to 
"Fiddler's Green."

Color When Rain Fall*. 


"Among the mr.ny wonders of thosa 


Btraugo Florida swamps there is notUr 
Ing more surprising than the blushing 
tree?," said a man, who has recently 
pas»o<a a mouth in the Everglades of 
Florida. 


"The blushing tree," ho continued,

Most Arid Spot oju Earth. 
Death valley is probably tho most 


unique natural feature In California. 
It is located in the southeast corner of 
Inoyo county and is inclosed by the 
Pananiiiit mountains on tho west and 
the Funeral range on the oast. It is 
75 miles long and at its narrowest point 
but eight miles wide. 


At one time, most probably, it was 


the bed of an ancient river. The low- 
est depression is 1200 feet below sea 
level, but above this rises Telescope 
peak, 11,000 feet high, of the Pana- 
mlnt range, and directly opposite the 
Funeral peak, which reaches an alti- 
tude of 8,000 feet. 
During the winter 


these peaks are covered with snow. 


This remarkable valley was discov- 


ered in 1850 by a party of immigrants, 
many of whom lost their lives in the 
attempt to cross it. The nauie has 
clung to it also as being ths scene of 
numberless tragedies. 
Early in its 


histoi'3' traditions of gold and silver de- 
posits of wonderful richness within its 
boundaries persmtded many adventur- 
ous persons to undertake tho hazard- 
ous experiment of its exploration. The 
number who have lost their lives in 
this desolate Held is undoubtedly great. 
Pursuing the mirage of rich deposits o" 
precious metals, these adventurous 
prospectors succumbed at last to thr 
intolerable heat and the agonies of 
thirst. 


The range of the thermometer is 


probably greater In Death valley than 
elsewhere In the western hemisphere. 
In winter tho temperature Is way bo- j 
low zero, while in July and August the 
thermometer ranges for weeks at 137 
degrees above, frequently rising sever-
